Fire in the five-story brick buildnig 
@ceupled by the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
a@t 716 Locust street, early Thursday, 
destroyed most of the contents of. the 
building and endangered valuable rec- 
ords, 

It was at first thought that the com- 
pany would suffer heavy loss from the 
destruction of the thousands of cur- 
Fent accounts which are kept in the 
bulliding. 

These records and accounts are kept 
in brick fire-nroof vaults. (Charles 
L. Holman, secretary of the company, 
Said he had no doubt that the contents 
of the vaults were safe. 

At 5:2) a. m., when the fire was dis- 
covered, W. V. Tackaberry of 4123 Tan- 
Bey avenue, night watchman, was the 
Oniv person in the building. He was 
On the third floor. 

He narrowly escaped being penned in 
the upper stories by the blaze which at 
that time was sweeping upward from 


“the basement where the fire started. He

The basement was flooded with water 
even with the sidewalk, but gas from a 
broken service pipe escaped through the 
witer and fed the flames. The vault in 
the basement contains records of meter 
readers. 

In the basement also the company 
stored large quantities of merchandise, 
@as stoves, chandeliers, lghting and 
Other gas appliances. These were 
packed in straw and light pine, which 
quickly fell prey to the flames. 

Two clevator shafts in the rear, ex- 
tending from the basement to the top 
of the building, made perfect flues for 
the escape upward of the flames, and 
through these shafts the fire was com- 
municated to the upper stories. 

The office of the Welsbach Gas Light- 
ng Co., on the first floor of the building, 

as destroyed. T. M. Ambler, manager 
of the company, said that his office and 
g@tock had been destroyed, and fixed the 
loss at $1000. 

When the flames, which came from 
the basement up the elevator shaft, tak- 
ing everything in their path, burst 
through the roof of the building, the 
heat cracked many windows on the sev- 
enth floor of the Mercantile Club. This 
stands on the east side of the gas com- 
pany building across a 12-foot alley.

few feet of their windows. 

Shrieking, the frightened girls ran In 
their night clothes for the lower floors. 

one of them got as far as the street, 

ut most were stopped on the second 
fioor, where the office is located. 

Mrs. M. BE. Harrison, the housekeeper, 
who was awake when the fire started, 
assured herself that the club building 
was in no danger, and then quieted the 
fears of the young women. 

Notwithstanding her reassurances, a 
number of the young women appeared, 
carrying their belongings, and two 
came down the stairway dragging 
trunks behind them. 

The sieeping rooms for members 
of the ub were occupied by F.C. Rell- 
ley anu a Mr. Williams. Both left their 
rooms as svon as the fire was discov- 
ered, 

In forcing an entrance in the Colum- 
bia Bullding, which stands across an 
8-foot alley on the west side of the gas 
building, Robert Haynes, son of Assijs- 
tant Fire Chief Haynes, was injured 
by failing glass. His right wrist was

The shooting occurred in Mrs. Wel- 
gel’s toom, half an hour after her hus- 
band had gone to work. When the po- 
lice were summoned they found Mrs, 
Weigel unconscious in an adjoining 
room. Davidson’s dead body was lying 
on the floor of the room in which the 
tragedy occurred, with a revolver lying 
by his side. 

Wanted Woman to Elope. 


Roomers in the boarding house, which 
was kept by the Weigels, say that Dav- 
idson went to Mrs. Weigel’s room on the 
rear of the first floor, and earnestly 


begged her to leave with him. Mrs. 
Nona Clifford, who occupied an ad- 
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joining room, said that Davidson seemed 
to be pleading with Mrs, Weigel to 
leave her husband and marry him, 
When she refused to comply with his re- 
quest he drew a revolver and waved it 
menacingly before her. Before she had 
time to escape from the room he fired 
three shots at close range. 

As the wounded woman staggered 
from the room he turned the revelver 
upon himself. The bullet entered the 
middle of the forehead and caused in- 
stant death. 

Mrs. Weigel ran to the foot of the 
stairs and sat down for a moment. 

“Oh, my God, I am dying!” she ex- 
claimed, 

She then got up and entered the room 
occupied by Mrs. Clifford and her moth- 
er, Mrs. Fannie DeForest. Policeman 
R. D. Ward and William Coulter, who 
were ‘passing, were called into the 
house. They summoned an ambulance, 
and rushed both Mrs. Weigel and Da- 
vidson to the City Hospital. Davidson 
was dead when the police arrived, but 
they took no chances, and had his body 
sent to the hospital. 


Wounded Three Times. 
Hospital surgeons found that one bul- 


let had struck Mrs. Weigel on the right’ 


side of the forehead, but had glanced 
of without penetrating the skull; a sec- 
Ond bullet pierced the right cheek, near 
the eye. The middle finger of the right 
hand was shot off, but it is not known 
whether this was done by a third shot 
or by one of the bullets that struck 
Mrs. Weigel in the head.

MANY KILLED IN 
CHILI EARTHQUAKE 


Half of Arica Is Destroyed— 
Other Towns Suffer 
Heavily. 


SANTIAGO, De Chill, Dec. 27.—Prob- 
ably several hundred persons have been 
killed in an earthquake which destroyed 
half of the town of Arica, in the Prov- 
ince of Tacna. Other towns near by suf- 
fered heavily. it is reported. The sea- 
port, Iquique, 120 miles south of Arica, 
was not damaged. 

The buildings in Arica, which is the 
seaport of Tacna, are of the ancient 


stone type. Many of these crumbled, 
perhaps burying the occupants or mak- 
ing them homeless. 

When tne first shock came, causing 
many buildings to fall, those persons 
who were not buried beneath the tum- 
bling structures fled screaming to the 
water front or back into the forests. 
Hundreds sought the cathedral and 
prayed for deliverance. The memory of 
the last Valparaiso quake and those in 
Arica itself added to the fear of the 
people. 

The people of Arica, a town vf 4000 

 <agg ag through three 
earthquakes, which, in 1868 and 1877, 
nearly destroyed it. Three years later 
the little place was the bone of conten- 
tion between Peru and Chili, and under- 
went a siege two months in length, 
which was followed by an assault by the 
attacking forces. 

The town had elected to remain in the 
control of Peru, but the Chilean forces 
decided that point differently.

It was on Culber- 
son's suggestion that Roosevelt sent 
Milton D. Purdy to Texas to get more 
affidavits.

“want all the light pussible thrown on 
this matter for the vindication of the 
State and city. The report has gone out

Browneaville have acted conservative- 
ly. The grand jury which investie:

it was clearly proven that the shooting 
was done by the soldiers. There was 
sonie evidence Indicating where the per- 
sonal responsibility lay, but action was 
withheld on the ground that it would 
not do to indict until there was absolute 
proof of incividual guilt.’’

LAS ANIMAS, Colo., Dec. 27.—A mob 
of several hundred men and _  ~»boys 
stormed the Jail here last night in an 
effort to get possession of a tramp who 
gave his name as Lawrence Leberg, and 
who admitted having killed Henry Lav- 
enmeyer, a well-known farmer near 
here. 

After trying to gain an entrance for 
seevral hours, the mob dispersed. The 
crowd worked its way into the Jail as 
far as the steel doors, but the jail keeper 
refused to give up the prisoner. | 

Alighting from a Santa Fe train Tues- 
day afternoon, the slayer crossed the 
river and obtained a meal from a farm- 
er named Purvis. When he had finished 
eating he demanded lodging, but was 
,refuseq because of his abusive Jan- 
guage. Leberg left the Purvis farm 
and prepared a camp for the night on 
the bank of the river. 

He then started back to the Purvis 
farm, evidently bent on revenge. He set 
fire to a haystack belonging to Henry 
| Lavenmeyer, thinking it was the proper- 
ty of Purvis. The fire attracted Laven- 
meyer, who took the tramp ito cus- 
tody, allowing him to ride behind him 
on his horse. When Lavenmeyer dis- 
mounted to open a gate, the tramp 
seized a hammer which was tied to Lav- 
enmeyer's saddle, and struck him on the 
head. 

Lavenmeyer fell to the ground and 
Leberg beat him over the head with the 
hammer until he was tired. He then re- 
turned to his camp. He returned later 
and cut the victim’s throat from ear to 
ear with a pocket knife and attempted 
to scalp him.
